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DETAILED ACTION 

The preliminary amendment filed January 3 1 , 2006, has been received and entered. 
Claims 1-16 are presented for examination. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-9, 15, and 16, drawn to a method for the production of cyclic peptides and 
use of the cyclic peptides. 

Group II, claim(s) 10-14, drawn to a method for the production of a substrate and subsequent 
reaction of this substrate with peptide cyclases into a cyclic peptide. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Groups I and II lack a single common technical 
feature because Group II requires the use of a reagent activating the C-terminus of the peptide 
acid, a coupling additive and a charge-stabilized leading group to a free peptide acid in a solvent, 
not recited in Group I. Thus, a reference which anticipates Group I, for example, would not 
necessarily anticipate Group II. Restriction under PCT Rule 3 1 .2 is therefore clearly proper. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

(e) the activation reagents listed in claim 13: DCC, DC1, PyClop, HBTU, HATU, HOSu, 
TBTU, T3P, BopCl, 3-Cl-l-pyridinium iodide 

(f) the coupling additives listed in claim 14: HOBt, HOAt, HONB.
